CLERK: 29 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on the adoption of

Senator Jensen's amendment.

SENATOR CUDABACK: The amendment has been adopted. Anything
further on the bill, Mr. Clerk?

CLERK: Nothing further, Mr. President.

SENATOR CUDABACK: Back to discussion of the bill itself,
advancement to E & R Initial. Senator Jensen, there are no
lights on. Did you wish to close? He waives the opportunity to
close. The question before the body is advancement of LB 1005A
to E & R Initial. All in favor of the motion vote aye, opposed
nay. We're voting on advancement of LB 1005A to E & R Initial.
Have you all voted who care to? Record please, Mr. Clerk.
Record please, Mr. Clerk.

CLERK: 32 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on the advancement of
LB 1005A.

SENATOR CUDABACK: LB 1005A does advance. Mr. Clerk, next
legislative bill.

CLERK: Mr. President, LB 914A is a bill by Senator Bourne.
(Read title.)

SENATOR CUDABACK: Senator Bourne, to open on the advancement of
LB 914A.

SENATOR BOURNE: Thank you, Mr. President and members. This
A bill simply transfers $7,600 in Fiscal Years '04-05 and $7,400
in Fiscal Years '05-06 from the Electrical Division Fund to the
State Electrical Board. Again, it's a transfer of funds, to
carry out LB 914, from the Electrical Division Fund to the State
Electrical Board. Thank you.

SENATOR CUDABACK: Thank you, Senator Bourne. You've heard the
opening on the advancement of LB 914A. Open for discussion.
Seeing no lights on, Senator Bourne, did you wish...he waives
closing. The guestion before the body is advancement of LB 914A
to E &R Initial. All in favor vote aye, opposed nay. The
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
